Majeity, and Cannon are planted in all the Works 
along the River to falure him as he comes up to this 
City. They write from Spain,that feveral Perfons of 
Qualiry attended with a numerous Retinue, appear'd 
lately publickly in Saragoffa, the capital City of Ar- 
ragon, and proclaim’d aloud,that King Charles the 3d 
would quickly arrive at Lisbon, and that it was time 
torake up Arms for him; which ddne they went 
away unmolefted. The Governour hearing of it, 
promis’d a confiderable Reward to thofe who fhould 
difcover them; but there was noneed, for the fame 
Perfons appear’d again in the very fame Place 
two or three days after, attended by greater Num- 
bers than before, and declar'd openly, that if the 
Governour or any other dar'd to meddle with them, 
they would make them repent it: The Governour 
was fo frighted at this, that he ftole out of the City, 
that if any Tumult fhould have rifen he might be 
out of reach of Mifchief, | 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 28. 
Vienna, Dec. 15. Prince Eugene went from hence 
on the 12th to Presbourg ;. *tis faid his Highnefs is 
impower'd to offer Terms to the Rebels, on the part 
of his Imperial Majefty ; and that the Rebels feem 
well dipos'd ro treat of an Accommodation, They 
are encamp’d within 5 Leagues of Presbourg, and on 
the 13th Prince Eugene went out with a Party to get 
a View of them. During his ftay in Hungary the 
Count de Rapach refides here in the Council of War. 
New Prociamations have been iffued, prohibiting all 
manner of Commerce and Correfpondence with the 
Bavarians, and the harbouring of any Frenchman 
who has not a fertied Habitation in this Country. 
From the Am{verdam Courant, dated Dec. 29. 
Vienna, Dec. 1$. A Body of 10000 Men of the 
Militia of Auftria, commanded by the Great Marfhal 
Count Traun, have taken Poft on the fide of the 
River Morave on the Borders of Hungary, and_ are 
throwing up Lines and Fors; the Paffages of the 
River Leita which is on this fide the Danube will 
likewife be well guarded. Among the Noblemen 
who have rais’d and arm’d Men, Count Julius Har- 
degg, Chamberlain to the King of the Romans, has 
brought into the Field 500 brisk Fellows of his own 
Tenants all well arm’d. The Inhabitants of the Di- 
ftris of Ocdenburg,Comorra,and Raab,are mounted 
on Horfe-bnck, but they muit give us fome Proof of 
their Intentions before we can Jude which Party 
they will take. Prince Eugene of Savoy is at Pres- 


bourg, whether he is negociating an ccommoda- 
tion with the Rebels we are yet to learn, fome talk 
of his being expected back here tomorrow: 1000 
Croatians have ptorhis'd. to joyn the Rafcians ia Hun- 
gary and act vigoroufly againft the Rebels: A Treaty 


is on foot with Prince Lubomirski, (whofe Daughter 
is married to Prince Charles of‘ Neuburg who has a 
great Eftate in Moravia,) foré00o Men: There is a’ 
talk of obliging 1000 of the moft robuft of the Srue 
dents in Prague to carry Arms in the publick Service 
on this Occafion: 2000 Huntfmen, expert at Shoot- 
ing, are already arrriv’d here : And when the Danifh’ 
Troops are come out of Tyrol, ‘tis believd we hall 
have Force enough to quell this dangerous Rebellion. 
The Body of Rebels commanded by Count Berezeni 
is at prefent about Tyrnau, which Town has put it 
felf under his Protection: The Rebels that lye be-’ 
fore Zathmar have made 2 general Affaults, but were 
repuls'd with great lofs: Cafchau continues befieg’d 
by another Party of them. In Tranfilvania a ftrong’ 
Detachment of the Rebels was lately defeated by 
Lieutenant Collonel Tigen ; but that very Detach-. 
ment rallying afterwards and meeting with 800 Im. 
perial Horfe, charg’d and routed them killing 80 of 
them ; ‘tis true the Rebels were fuperior in number, 
being 3000. A fmall Party of the Rebels lately pafs’d 
the Danube near Gran, and carried off a great num- 
ber of Cattle: An‘Icalian Prieft has been feiz’d here, 
who had about him feveral Letters from Ragotski ; 
he cram’d one into his Mouth, but it was {natch’d 
out before he could chew and {wallow it. 

Lorrain, Dec. 18. Only 4 Walloon Battallions are 
order’d to Spain, the reft are 18 French and 2 Irith 
Monfieur de Puifegur commands them in the Quality 
of Major General. The number of the new Recruits 
rais'd and'to be rais’d this Winter in France by the 
Parifhes, is augmented from 30000 to 42000 Men. 

From the ParisGazette a la Main, dated Dec.17. 

Park, Dec. 17. They write from Strasburg, that 
the Marfhal de Tallard is there, and that he is pre- 
paring to cometo Court. They write from Madrid, 
that feveral Mules and Waggons loaded with Provi- 
fions and Ammunition have been feiz’d on the Fron- 
tiers, and likewife feveral laden Barks on the Rivers, 
going to Portugal.

and Recruits are to be ready by February. On the
